STRANGE CRATER IN ARIZONiJ

Geologist* Have Offered Several The- 
ories to Account for This Singular 
Phenomenon. 

About forty miles from Flagstaff, 

Ariz . in the midst of a great plain, 
thero is a saucer-shaped hollow about 
three-ouarters of a mile across and 
600 feet deep. The rim of this strange 
crater rises between 150 and 200 feet 
atrave the anrrounding plain. Rocky 
fragments are acattered for several 
miles around the crater. Among tlieee 
rocks many fragments of meteoric 
Iron, some containing minute black 
diamonds, have been found. The In- 
ner walls show that the crust of the 
earth was broken wlieu tl-.c rrator was 
formed; yet no volcanic rocks exist 
there. Geologists have offered several 
theories to account for this singular 
phenomenon. One Is that aa immense 
meteorite made the hole, and that the 
meteoric fragments Just mentioned are 
remnants of the falling star.

in the neighborhood of heated rocks, 
waa the cause of the «sploaloii.

The Idea of salmat saeflltce seems 

strange In modern Europe Rut It must 
not be forgotten that ConsfantlnopH 
la Turkish. In upltp of thf numerous 
desires on tbe part of other nations 
to possess It — or rather hoesase these 
are so anmerous. 

The new regtiae la Turkey Is uf 
to date In maagi thtage. It Is estahUsh- 
ing schools, plsanlag rallroada and 
boplag to take Its plaee by right, aad 
not by suffrance, among the natlnna of 
the world. But the favor of tho devout 
Mussulman is sought by strict observ- 
ance of religious fr,:!tlvals. 

Tbe second feast uf Barlam iu the 
oecaalon of sacrifice. Its date is varia- 
ble, alBce the Turkish yesr Is lunar, 
and sot aolar.' Last year eame In 
December sad It lasts four daya. 

In anticipation of this festival, 
droves of fat phfep wern taken to 
the city from Rouniella and Asia 
Minor. The price varied from 
14 to fS. In all the rich and even 
well-to-do bouses these sheep were aao- 
rlllced, and the flesh in most cases 
given to the poor. 

NataraUr the nest elaborate cere- 
maar was at the reral palace of Dol- 
aa Bagtcbe. The sheep, picked for 
their whiteness and plumpness, were 
solemnly led to the iwlace. At the 
hour fixed the sultan, surrounded by 
his staff, descended the steps and read 
a prayer, while the flrat of the victims 
waa led to the marble atep that be- 
came tbe aacrlllcal altar. 

The sultan made the motions of 
klliag the sheep, but aotually handed 
the knife to an officer, who waited un- 
til the sultan had withdrawn before 
completing the sacrifice. 

In the last three years the custom 
has grown up that the skins and wool 
of all the sheep killed In Turkey that 
day belong to the sailors. 

One of the old rltea of Balram waa 
to consign all Christians to aoassacre. 
This is now omitted In Constantinople 
But it can be Imagined that In the 
oasis of Tripoli this part of the oere- 
monlea la carried out with emphasis.

Suapleiena of British Museum'e Ofll- 
elala Regarding Egyptian Mummy 
Are Allayed. 

A distinguished srientlst attached to 
one of the governiueut bureaus at 
W.shington suggests that there may be 
such a thing as using the X-rays too 
nnich and too often, eapecially, he 
contends, when the raya are made 
tbe medium to pry into the antece- 
dents of a young woman of rojral lin- 
eage, restijBg for the moment under 
unjust suspicions.

the public. Recently a doubt arose 
lu a London museum as to the validity 
of one daughter of the Pharaohs in 
the collection, it occurred to the 
museum offlolals that. In view of the 
general hoUdwaess (tf life, the young 
woman In QuesUon might hare been 
manufactured in aome up-to-date town. 
So the olHcials at once turned the Ro- 
entgen rays upon her, with the re- 
sult that they immediately perceived 
through her many-folded wraps the am- 
ulets which tbe Egyptians placed upon 
tbe bosoms of tbeir dead. So the aus- 
plclons of the museum ofliclals were 
allayed. One of them remarked: "It 
does seem a little hard that after the 
lapse of several thousands of yeara 
a lady should he suspected of impos- 
tare." 



An Early Insurance Schema. 
A very early si home of 'nsurance 
for the laborer took heed of the wo- 
man worker. In 1786 the leaping of 
the poor rates gave birth to tbe pro- 
posal of a "Universal Benefit Society." 
Mr. Hackwood sununarlaea the scheme 
in hi* "Good Old Times:" "Brery la- 
borer between the ages of twenty and 
thirty years," he notes, "earning lOd 
a day should oontrlbute to a national 
fund 2d a we^k, and every woman 
earning £3 a year IVid weekly, and 
when sick or disabled should receive 
beaaflt at the rate of 4s a week, with 
la a week added fer<eaeh Qhild. There 
were, ti eearse, many other details, 
but the chief Interest lies In the fact 
that this was perhaps the earlleat pro- 
posal for the national insuraaoa eC the 
laborer agalaat Invalidity."
